with many diftinguifhed Performances. 

As the Eye of the Connoiffeur is to him a fufhcient Index, it ren¬ 
ders the pointing out. fuperior Excellence altogether unneceffary: but to the 
lefs-informed Spectator the following enumeration, of fuch Pictures as 
juftly deferve particular Attention, may be ufeful.

CONDITIONS of SALE. 



The Purchafers muft fuffer their Pictures to remain hung up in the 
Great Rooms, No. 8, King Street, St.' Jamess Square, during the 
whole Time of the Exhibition, (except as mentioned in the Third 
Condition), which will continue till the 23d of February 1791 in- 
clufively. 


II. 

Altho’ the Proprietor has taken every poflible care, that his Collection 
fhould confift of none but pure and original Pictures; yet as the 
warranting them fuch, might probably occafion Difputes, the Pur- 
chafer muft be guided by his own Judgment, or that of whomfoever 
he may choofe to confult. 

III. 

All Pictures of the Value of Twenty Pounds and under, may be removed 
immediately upon the Payment of the Purchafe Money, or permitted 
to hang up in the Rooms until the End of the Exhibition, at the 
Option of the Purchafer. 


The Buyer is to depofit Twenty-five per Cent, on the Price of the Purchafe, 
for which Mr. Wilson, the adting Manager, attending at the Rooms, 
and appointed to fell the Pictures, will give a Receipt, which will 
infure the Pidture or Pidtures fpecified to the Purchafer. 

V. 

This Condition of Twenty-five perCent. as Earnefl Money, extends only 
to Pidtures of One Hundred Pounds Value, or upwards. For Pidtures 
under that Sum and above Twenty Pounds, the Purchafer mud pay 
One Third, as a Depofit; and the Half for Pidtures of only Twenty 
Pounds Value, and under; or the Whole in cafe of Removal.
